A notlce from the “Lomita.Civie
Soclety” some time in the fall of
1913 was sent to a number of
citizens of . surrounding communi-
ties regarding a meeting to form
assoclation of Chambers @ of
Commerce in the district. This
meeting was held in a very small
hall, called “Literary Hall'* which
long « since  been demolished,
according ‘to W. S, Roseerans, of
Gardena, who~ was chosen first
president.
